Wheat is appearing in the shot blade 
in some districts and generally speak- 
ing this grain will ‘be short ‘in straw. 
Other grains are in fairly good shape. 
From 30 to 50 per cent of the rye is 
being cut for feed, owing to the prob- 
ability of a shortage in hay crops, 
and the likelihood of a short price for 
this grain in the fall, Alfalfa is being

matter to secure hig order for his cof- 
fee, tea, baking powder and other sup- 
plies that- apparently are quoted’ at 
Jower prices, Everything seems love- 
ly till the order arrives at the station 
and the farmer goes to get it.

sale Point, Ireland, where the Jusi- 
tania went down in 1915. 

The expedition is costing $250,000 
‘and some’ 600 stockholders are back- 
ing Leavitt, Divers will have to go

far, Leavitt, says, as any diver has 
been able to g0 in an ordinary rub- 


ber diving sult’ But Leavitt has spgnt . 


six years. inventing his own diving ar- 
mor, In his first test in 1916 he made 
the world’s ‘record descent of 361 feet 
in Lake Michigan. 

Hight diving suits have been ouilt 
in Leavitt’s own factory at a cost of 
$2,500 each.’ The Leavitt suit is made 


of manganese, bronze, a quarter of an 


inch thick, the torso and headpiece 
solid and the arms and legs made of 
ribbons .of ‘bronze encased in rubber 
with ball bearings at the shoulders. 


{Millions in treasure at the bottom of 


the ocean never have been salvaged 
beyond a depth of 150 feet,” says Lea- 
vitt, “because the pressure is too 
great. Air lines get tangled and no 
diver can work at that depth more 
than twenty minutes, with an hour and 
a quarter to lower and pull up.” 
Leavitt says a novice can go down 

in hig suit from 300 to 500 feet and 
remain four hours. 


Alr is manufactured wihin the suit 
from a tube containing $ cubic feet of 
oxygen and nitrogen drawn from a 
four pound cylinder of caustic soda. 
A valve outlet discharged the air 
keeping the ‘pure air circulating at 
least four hours, The only line that 
connects the diver with the ship will 
be a half inch non-twisting cable that 
cost $1,120, Inside this will be a tele- 
phone wire connecting with a trans- 
mitter and receivers within the head 
piece. 

The diving suit weighs 350 pounds 
—but the enormous pressure of deep 
water reduces the * weight on the 
ocean floor to 75 pounds. 

Another. Leavitt invention is a deep 
sea light, a glass globe half an inch 
thick containing a 300 candle power 
bulb, A series of these will be drop- 
ped on weights,.enabling the diver to 
see over a radius of seven feet. 

The salvage ship will be held direct- 
ly over the sunken ship by six five- 
ton anchors. Aboard will be two 
By electrical de 
tonations dynamite will be set off un- 
der water to blow open the strong 
rooms of he Lusitania and Arabic. 

Each ship has $5,000,000 in 
bars in her strong room, according to 
insurance. records. Leavitt plans to 
lift the gold to the surface with a 20 
ton boom. 

He plang to lift intact the Lusitan- 
fa’s purser'’s safe which is estimated 
to contain $1,000,000 in money and | 
jewelry. Very little is believed to be 
in the purser's safe, of the Arabic, 
which Hes 49 miles from the Lusi- 
tania, 

Leavitt is a small, stocky man with 
scant hair and blue eyes. He is 51 
and has been a diver 25 years. In 
that time he has never had an acci- 
dent under water—but a few years 
ago broke an ankle in an automobile 
accident, 

“I will make the first trip down to 
the Lusitania,” he said. 

After that four divers, C. E. Wilson, 
Mydison Marcus, Raymond Moore 
and Harold Ericson, will go down two 
at a time in two hour shifts. 

Commanding the Blakely will be 
Capt, Charles S. Rickards, The ship’s 
crew will comprise of 34 men and the 
salvage crew 20. 


“Three weeks’ pleasant weather will’ 


do both jobs,” said Leavitt. “We 
ought to be through by September 15. 
On that date we'll have to quit be- 
cause of storms.”

The Nootka Packing Co. have a 
‘plant up Nootka Sound where they 
can 2,000 eases a day in the season, 
of salmon, herring and pilchards, for 
which latter they have more orders 
than they can fill, Their record 
catch was 25 tons of pilchard in one 
night! 

Here is the Nootka tribe of In- 
dians, where they have a wonderful 
and well-kept burial ground, 

Passing Nootka Sound by way of 
Esperanza Inlet and so up to Nar- 
row Cut Creek where there is a big 
Whaling Station, and this you may 
know by the hideous smell that 
greets your nose as you draw near. 

They kill the whales about thirty 
or forty miles cut, blow them up 
with air and tow them back to the 
Station. Every particle of the great 
fish is put to some useful purpose, 
whale-bone, fertilizer, whale-oil and 
some 2,000 cans of whale-meat a 
day. Each whale brings in a rev- 
enue of $2,000 and a sperm-whale

GRAIN CROPS 
The western. Wheat Stem = sawfly 
was originally confined to wild gras- 
ses with reasonably large stems, Lat- 
terly it has increased its depredations 
until it threatens entire wheat re- 
gions. Plans of control suggested in 
a recent bulletin issued by the domin- 
ion department of agriculture, Ottawa, 
is: first, plow down all infected stub- 
ble between August Ist and June 6th 
of the following year taking care that 
there fs no overlapping edge; second, 
cut rye grass between July 6th and 20 
in order to kill the infesting larvae 
before reaching the ground; third, the 
same method can be applied to brome 
grass, but it not always necessary or 
advisable, as that grass is seldom 
threateningly infested and {ts of im: 
portance for the rearing of parasites; 
fourth thin strips of wheat on land 
intended for summer fallow will serve 
‘for trap purposes and the fallow 
should be ploughed before the middle 
of July; fifth, sow immune crops in 
rotation, such as oats, barley and win- 
ter rye. Clover flax and broad leaved 
plants generally are immune. 

The foregoing treats in brief of con- 
trol methods,.but farmers would best 

‘serve their interests by studying the 
pamphlet which .can be had free on 
application’ toc the publications branch 
vof the department, It should be borne 
un mind that cooperation is necessary 
or the efficient fighting of insect pest 
invasion. 


CANADIANS START 
PLANTING OF TREES 


Throughout Canada the greatest ac- 
tivity and enthusiasm has prevailed 
this year in regard to forest tree plant- 
ing. It is safe to say that more trees 
have been planted in the spring of 
1922 than of any previous spring in 
the history of Canada. In the eastern 
provinces and on the prairies, the cl 
‘ties, towns and villages have planted 
trees by the thousand along the street 
and in the parks, and where provincial 
highways have been constructed trees 
-have been planted along these in a 
systematic plan, They are all shade 
and ornamental trees and they are} 
planted. for aesthetic rather than for y 
economic reasons. At the same time}, 
on. the prairies, especially the plant- 
ing of trees in urban centres helps ;, 
. along the movement in rural districts. 
But the movement has not ended 
there. In addition to the five or six 
million trees sent out by the Indian 
Head and Saskatoon dofninion forest 
nursery stations to farmers to plant 
-shelter belts all over the prairies and | 
those sent out for like purposes and 
to restore woodlots from the Ontario 
and Quebec nursery stations at St. 
Williams and Berthierville, respective- 
ly, there hag been a much larger plaut- 
ing and seeding of purely forest trees 
ethan ever before,

Building in West Is 
Better Than Last Year 


Winnipeg, July 3.—Figures collect- 
ed by the Canadian Press show that 
in fourteen western cities, from the 
head of the Jakes to Victoria, building 
‘permits issued during the first six 
‘months of the present year exceed | 
$14,500,000, which is more than $3,- 
000,000 in excess of permits granted 
‘for construction Work in the corres- 
ponding period of 1921. Winnipeg and 
Vancouver each have gone over the 
four million mark; Port Arthur, Sas- 
katoon, Edmonton and Calgary are | 
close to or in excess of one million 
dollars’ each. Almost every point re- 
ports a healthy increase. Residents 
building accounts for a large share of 
the total and completion of the pres- 
ent program will do something . to 
relieve the shortage of houses which | 
has been a feature of recent years. 

No figures are available for the 
scores of towns and villages through- 
out the west, on all of which more or’ 
less building is in progress, but the | 
total would run into a large sum. 

Prospects for the balance of the sea- 
son are considered bright in most of ; 
the cities, Lower costs of material | 
and labor and the general feeling oe 
optimism over crop prospects are 
given credit for the present activity 
in the building industry.
